that Mrs. Rogers was a woman. 


\Ye fail to appreciate the logic of the Exam- 


iner's position. 
Hanging is a brutal and barbar- 


ous punishment, a relic of the ancient days when 
boiling men in oil, burning them at the stake, or 
tearing them to pieces with horses was reckoned 
something comparatively mild and humane for 
certain crimes. 
These horrible penalties have 


gone the wav of the other torments of those 
erne! days. In other lands as. for instance. Italy 
and Switzerland, man has resigned the practice 
of taking the life of his fellow man in the name 
of the outraged law, or has. as in France, adopted 
a comparatively swift and humane weapon of 
execution like the guillotine. P.ut in the countries 
where the Anglo Saxon laws and customs hold 
sway, the dreadful rope still keeps its place, even 
more firmly than the national emblem. 
The 


union jack may give way to the stars and stripes 
but the rope is as immutable as death itself. 


hi SOUK- of our states, like New York, elec- 


tricity has superseded the hempen knot, and in 
others, like Wisconsin, life imprisonment is con- 
sidered a fitter punishment than death, but in the 
great majority of the states the rope is still the 
ultimate weapon of the law. 


Ur.t there are hopeful signs of a better, kind- 


er, spirit in the beans of men. a spirit that gives 
indications of fhding a practical expression in the 
laws of the land. It will not be because the of- 
fender is a woman that she will be spared the 
ilreadftil penalty of hanging, but because she 
is a human being. 


And while as an individual case it is a la- 


mentable thing that the banging of Mrs. Rogers 
was :,cco:nplished in a horribly bungling manner. 
it i- better for the cau-e of the abolition of capi- 
tal punishment that it should have been so.
